DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because of the following reasons: 

a. Fig. 1 , the boxes 1 -4 should be labeled in order to identify what said 
boxes represent. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 
Figure 1 , reference numbers 1 - 4. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, 
or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 
the laser components claimed as described in the specification. Any structural detail 
that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown 
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in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the laser components 
claimed must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the ctaim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Information Disclosure Statement

Content of Specification

The Summary of the invention on pages 6-9 is not proper since is not a common 
practice of the office to allow the inclusion of claims inside the specification. The 
examiner suggests the applicant to substitute said part in the proper format as 
explained above. 

The reference citations on pages 22-24 are improper. The examiner suggests the 
applicant to file said listing under a PTO 1449 Information Disclosure Statement form. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Forrest et al 
(5,554,220). 

Regarding claim 1, Forrest a highly efficient and low-threshold mirror less laser 
(producing laser -like emission without mirrors), comprising: a. at least one strongly 
dipolar organic molecular salt having the following chemical formula as the active 
media: where R and R' are the same or different, and comprise a moiety selected from 
the group consisting of alkyl, substituted alkyl, benzyl, and substituted benzyl, and Y" 
is an anion organic materials producing highly efficient laser -like emission at low 
thresholds without external mirrors in solution as active media ; and b. a pump laser 
projecting the excitation beam into the active media (Fig. 1 B, Abstract, Column 1 , lines 
34 - 37, and 52 - 54, Column 2, lines 1 - 20, Column 3, lines 5-11, Column 6, lines 2 
- 1 0 and 50 - 59, Column 9, lines 37 - 46 and 53-57, and Column 1 0, lines 15-21).
